"The Real CIA," or "Captains Without Eyes." They were interesting 
and even exciting. But, "U. S. Intelligence Community," however, 
is little more than a bunch of diagrams showing how the various 
intelligence agencies of the United States are set up from the 
Director on down and painfully detailed. 


I guess if you're a foreign embassy you might want 
to pick up a copy of this book to see how the United States does 
things, but unless you're involved in said embassy, or a fanatic 
in the field of intelligence, ignore [?] the "U.S. Intelligence 
Community" by Lyman Kirkpatrick. 


Oh, I must admit that Mr. Kirkpatrick does let some 
of his brilliance speak through the book once in a while, such 
as his discussion of the problems of domestic intelligence and 
the problems of military spying on the civilians here at home, 
ane there just isn't enough meat in the book to really hold your 

nterest.
